HOUNSHELL AND THE LABOR

Is a wide open town best for the 
interests of labor? Does it add any­ 
thing to the prosperity of a town to 
permit bootleggers and gamblers to 
operate unmolested? We sometimes 
hear it stated that such is the case. 
However, an analysis of the case 
snows the fallacy of such a claim. In 
the first place, those classes do not 
give enployment to* labor. They add 
nothing to the wealth of the com- 
munity,* because they produce noth­ 
ing. 
I hey live by preying on the 
toilers. What advantage is it to a 
laboring man when he comes to town 
Saturday night with his week’s wages 
in his pocket to find a gambler or 
bootlegger at every corner trying by 
every known means to get his money 
away from him? How 
does 
that 
make tim laborer more prosperous? 
A *wide open town the size of Ada 
does not attract the class of citizen­ 
ship that builds up a place and gives 
employment to labor. It only becomes 
the haven of refuge for more gamb­ 
lers and bootleggers who have been 
run out of other places, and the 
community is the loser instead of the 
gainer when these classes increase 
ip number. What is needed at Ada 
just'now is a larger number of man­ 
ufacturing enterprises that will em­ 
ploy more labor and draw to the 
town the industrious element who 
will add to the wealth of the place. 
Witll Hounshell as chief of itolice 
there can be no question about Ada 
being a closed town, as far as is 
’possible for a vigilant officer to make 
it so. With two more y ars of work 
on his part the reputation of Ada 
will be established as the home of 
producers of wealth and not that of 
consumers of other men's toil. The 
bootlegging element is making its 
last stand and if by their vot. s the 
citizens of Ada declare for a clean­ 
er town the number of this class will 
diminish very rapidly. The interests 
of labor in a fight of this kind are 
identical with those of all other law 
abiding Classes, and it is our opin­ 
ion that all the lying and pulling that 
can be done will not impose on the 
laboring dement of the town to an 
extent that will give a majority of 
that vote to Hounshell’s opponent.
